way. He said there is now $10,000,000 
available for construction and that 
bids had already been called for. 
Twenty miles of U>cal .sewer line.s 
have already bee** ••nmpleted, and the 
fir.st point of construction of the 
metropolitan sewer itself will be at 
the under crossing’ of the Union 
Pacific railroad at Anaheim Road, for 
which Secretary Pomeroy and others 
have worked so hard. Mr. Warren 
said a practice was being made of 
employing men from the districts 
in which the sewer is being con¬ 
structed to do the work in each 
local area, and that whenever pos¬ 
sible supplies are purchased with 
the same idea in mind, thus return¬ 
ing a large part of the taxes for 
the project in each district in the 
form of wages et cetera. How’ever, 
in the matter of material for the 
job it has been found to be necessary 
to deviate from this a good deal as 
all supplies are purcha.sed under 
competitive bidding. 

The formation of the San Gabriel 
V^alley sewer district was discu.sscd. 
Mr. Warren .said that plans for that 
extensive project were nearly com- 
pletetl. When the work is finished 
all the territory between Flintridge 
and Covina will be served at a co.st 
of about $4,000,000.

CAN ANYONE BEAT 
THIS PEACH STORY 


While other cities are claiming 
distinction in the daily papers for 
the size of peaches grown on their 
trees, it is learne<l that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre can compete with the best of 
them. The first of the week C. L. 
Drake brought a peach to the News 
office which measured twelve inches 
in circumference and weighed four¬ 
teen ounces. The peach was of the 
CrawfonI variety and grew on a tree 
set out about five years ago. There 
were about two dozen i)eaches on 
the tree this year, the rest being 
slightly smaller in size.

Santa Barbara had made the great 
mLstake of being without either an 
adequate building code or zoning 
law until only two weeks before 1 
the disaster. Mr. Williamson urge<l 
that all Southern Californians in¬ 
vestigate the buihling codes of their 
towns ami insist upon such laws as 
will demand correct construction in 
what is without doubt an earthquake 
country. He reminded the planners 
that observance of a law was bet¬ 
ter than mere enforcement. 

Very soon after the formation of 
the San ta Barbara advisory com¬ 
mittee the city council appointed an 
Architectural Board of Review with 
advisory powers. This board decided 
that Spanish architecture should pre¬ 
vail throughout the rebuilt city, and
